Recounting hig past history, he 
unfolded tales of house-breaking, 
theft of automobiles and gasoline, 
and rape, for which he received a 
five-year sentence. 

Although relaxed in the witness 
stand, Smith showed signs of fa- 
tigue before his long session under 
questioning was completed. 

In a detailed account of his move- 
ments prior to the murder, Smith 
sald that he had a few drinks be- 
fore going home on the night of 
Nov. 22. 

“I kissed my wife and told her 
I was sorry I didn’t get home 
sooner,” he related. 

Although she had prepared sup- 
per for him, he did not eat it and 
got dressed and went out 

Smith said that just before re- 
turning home late that night, he 
visited the office where he was em- 
ployed and picked up the ham- 
mer. 

Asked why he took the hammer 
home, Smith replied 

“I was going to end my life and 
my wife's.” 

SMITH SAID he laid the ham- 
|mer by the bed when he returned 
home and got into bed, He testified 
that he had intimate relations with 
his wife, He said he felt he still 
loved her, Soon after, he dozed off 
but didn't know for how long, 

“T was thinking about the mis- 
takes of mine, I was feeling de- 
pressed,” 

Accused said he was a heavy 
smoker, and got up for a cigarette. 

Q. Do you remember using the 
hammer? 

A. Well not exactly. IT recall 
hitting her with the hammer. 

Q. What was in your mind? 

A. I don't know. Something 
seemed to say “do it’, and I did it. 
I couldn't tell you why, I never 
thought about anything 

Q. Did you have any thoughts 
about doing right or doing wrong? 

A. No. Anything I'd done was a 
mess for her to get into if we were 
both still alive, so I figured we 
were both better off dead... . 
That's all there was to it. I didn't 
want to see her unhappy, 

Q. Had you a plan to destroy 
yourself? 

A. No, I hadn't exactly planned 
that. I didn't know. I figured I'd 
find @ way. 

Q. WHAT WAS the reason you 
killed her?

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The Parks Are Magnets 

Visitors to National Parks in Alberta last 
year reached a total of 752,000. The highest 
figure for a former year was 614,560, in 1941. 
In 1946 the number was 575,815. 

Last year was favorable for tourist traf- 
fic in that employment was plentiful, busi- 
ness good, alike in Canada and the United 
States, and holiday-money correspondingly 
available. But there were some not-so-good 
factors. United States resort interests staged 
a somewhat active campaign to keep tourists 
—and tourist money—from coming to Cana- 
da. Maybe these knocks were boosts, the 
holiday-makers suspecting that if Alberta 
resorts were attractive enough to need so 
much attention they were likely worth visit- 
ing. 

Nothing succeeds like success in getting 
people to spend a holiday in our mountain 
playgrounds and other places of interest. A 
tourist who visits one of these wonderlands 
is pretty sure to come again, and to bring or 
send some of his friends this way. That visi- 
tors last year were so many is reason to sup- 
pose that the coming summer will bring an- 
other multitude to the Parks. 


Two Charter Changes 

Mayor H. D. Ainlay has brought forward 
two suggestions for changes in the charter 
of the City of Edmonton. 

His first proposal is that an amendment 
should be sought extending the terms of al- 
dermen from two to four years, Thus, half 
the council would retire at the end of each 
two years, and half would seek election each 
two years. 

The second proposal is that money bylaws 
should be legally passed by a straight ma- 
jority instead of a minimum two-thirds vote, 
as at present. 

With the second suggestion many Ed 
monton people will be in agreement, Demo- 
cratic rule is majority rule. And it is inequit- 
able that a little more than one-third of those 
burgesses who turn out and vote should be 
able to postpone or kill useful projects favor- 
ed even by almost two-thirds. 

With regard to the first suggestion that 
the aldermanic term be extended to four 
years there is grave doubt. 

Good civic government requires frequent 
contact with the people. Practically the only 
point of contact between the people and the 
city government, at present, is that afforded 
by election campaigns, If civic elections were 
held only every two years, as the mayor’s 
proposal Would imply, this contact would be- 
come that much more infrequent, and the 
public interest in elections become even less 
than it is. 

Moreover the longer term would tend to 
professionalize the civic careers of city alder- 
men. This proposal to extend the aldermanic 
term may have its advantages. But it should 
receive very full and careful consideration 
before it is incorporated in the city charter.

F.B.1, agents discovered large caches of 
high explosives stored on a New Jersey farm 
and in other places in the New York area 
where such things are not commonly kept. 
The authorities said these supplies had been 
bought by a secret arms ring for shipment to 
Palestine in contravention of United States 
law, and promptly froze other surplus war 
materiel pending investigation and court 
action, 

The discovery was timely, but it will not 
do much to calm the misgivings of members 
of the Palestine Commission as to the kind of 
reception they will get if they go to that 
troubled land to talk sweet peace and resig- 
nation to the Arabs and Jews. They will have 
an uneasy feeling, based on news reports, 
that a good many shipments of similar sup- 
plies have already reached the belligerents 
from outside sources, 

Things being as they are, and as this in- 
tercepted consignment of munitions suggests 
they are likely to be, the Commission had bet- 
ter hit the beaches of Palestine in landing 
craft, with a strong land-sea escort and an 
umbrella of aircraft. 

It is the business of the Security Council 
to provide this protection—-unless it decides 
to refuse to take a hand in implicating the 
resolution of the General Assembly—which it 
could do, The Commission has no power to 
protect itself, and it is not at all likely to go 
to Palestine without protection. 

The Security Council, that is to say, could 
stall the partitioning plan, by just doing 
nothing. 


God Is Love 


The thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians 
is probably the strongest and greatest piece 
of writing St. Paul ever did. His comments on 
love do much to explain the feeling God holds 
for man. In pointing out the nature of love,

“Love suffereth and is kind.”’ This is how | 


love behaves in the face of injuries and 
wrong. It holds on. It loves on, The patience 
of God is written all through the Old Testa- 
ment. The patience of Jesus is written all 
through the New. 

“Love is not easily provoked.” It is a 
great mistake to imagine that love, even the 
love of God, cannot be angry. Love is and 
should be a flame of fire against injustice 
and error. “God's anger,” as someone has 
said, “is just His love on fire,” 

But there is a great difference between 
righteous anger and irritability. And love is 
not irritable. Love is not swift to take of- 
fense. Indeed, the love of God, with all its 
capacity for anger, is the sure antidote to the 
poison of irritability, bitterness and _ ill- 
nature, 

“Love seeketh not her own.” When we 
consider the love of God, this is the kind of 
love we see—a love that: seeketh not her 
own. 

God has been seeking man and giving 
Himself to man from the beginning of time. 
When man went astray, God did not cast him 
off. He went after this sinning, perverse and 
rebellious child of His. He sacrificed Himself 
in order to save him, 

The love of God is unselfish, infinite and 
eternal. It is the last hope of the world. 


Intervention Succeeded 

The United Nations scored a victory when 
a commission representing that organization 
got the Dutct. and Indonesians to stop fight- 
ing and sign a truce. That will better the pres- 
tige of the U.N.O., and should stiffen the 
courage of the member-nations to deal ac- 
tively with the Palestine and other awkard 
problems, 

The success at Batavia was not gained 
by pussy-footing or long range debate, but 
by energetic and tactful intervention on the 
scene of the dispute. Like methods can bring 
like results elsewhere, and are the only meth- 
ods likely to do so, 

The terms of the permanent agreement 
which it is hoped will follow is a matter in 
which the U.N.O. need not concern itself, so 
long as these are acceptable to the disput- 
ants. Such matters are better left to the par- 
ties involved. It is not the duty of the organi- 
zation to settle the destiny of Indonesia, but 
only to see if possible that the settling is 
done without further bloodshed. To go be- 
yond this—in Indonesia or elsewhere—and 
try to dictate the future of a people would be 
more likely to provoke resentment than to 
build up popularity for the U.N.O.; and 
U.N.O. popularity and strength are synony- 
mous.

HE HISTORY OF ALBERTA 


Fort Augustus ~ Fort Edmonton 


Old Fort Augustus and Old Fort Edmonton were the headquarters 
of the fur trade of the far west from their erection in 1794 until 
1807, History is rather vague about the exact dates but it has 
been established that old Fort Augustus was built for the North 
West Company about 1794 on the North Saskatchewan river 
within the limits of the present town of Fort Saskatchewan. Then 
several months later the Hudson’s Bay Company followed its 


rivel end built nearby its Fort Edmonton. 


Sometime during the summer of 1807 these two original forts 
were pillaged by bands of Blackfeet, Blood and Fall Indians, ‘The 
sites were then abandoned. In 1808 both companies rebuilt their 
forts about twenty miles further up the river, and gave them the 


Bitter rivalry developed between the two great fur-trading com- 
penies around 1807 but their relations when these two original 
outposts of civilization existed is well and concisely expressed on 
« commemorative tablet: “Rivals in trade, allies in danger.”

of inflation.”
